THE FARMER'S YEAS 
UP IN FALL 


Many Canadian farms have produc- 
ed better crops this year than ever 
before, yet, says G. R. Snyder, Soils 
Chemist, very few farmers are com. 
pletely satisfied with the yield or 
quality of crop from every field, and 
now that the time for thanksgiving 
and meditation has arrived, are 
checking up to find wherein they may 
have erred and how the faults may 
be corrected. 

Examination of soil samples which 
daily arrive at the soil testing labor. 
atories provides a fair indication of 
the more ral reasons why crops 
fail to as well as the sower 
expected. Samples from the eastern 
areas of Canada, where the annual 
rainfall is heavy, are frequently low in 
supplies of all three of the 
easentil plant food substances, nitro.

CITIZEN ARMY he 
ON PART TIME 
BASIS IS FAVORED 


The Canadian Federation of Labor 
On Tuesday discussed its executive's 
report which ridiculed both the policy 
of “passive resistance to threats of 
armed aggression” and the proposal 
of a war plebiscite. It urged extension 
of Canada’s armed forces and their

I well remember one of them 
while the rest have slipped from my 
memory. She read of somewhere in 
Englemd where those who delivered 
milk would carry it in two large pails 
from house to house until their sup. 
ply was exhausted. About half way 
into town was a large stone with a 
flat top, called ‘‘the milk stone,’’ be. 
cause the milkmen always set their 
pails of milk on it to rest their arms. 

One old man who had become of 
no use, just in the way, and unable 
to work, was told by his son that he 
must go to the poor house. His son 
got him on hig back and started; but 
when he reached the milk stone, he 
unloaded the old man on the stone 
to rest his back. The old man began 
to cry and when asked by his son if 
he did not want to go replied “It is 
not that makes me cry; I remember 
just thirty years ago, I set my father 
on this stone to rest my back and 
when I was carrying him to the poor 
sata th “Ts that the way it works,” 
| saia the son. “Then I will take you 
home again, and what little I have 
we will share it together. I do not 
want my son to carry me to the poor 
house.” 

There was no lack of workers in 
those days. If any could not be in 
their places, a substitute could easily 
be found to carry on.
